Release of ἃ second hostage in Damascus 
puts those holding the 15 others in Lebanon 
a step closer to closing out this grim chapter 
of terrorism. Like Robert Polhill, Frank 
Herbert Reed was held for more than three 
years in conditions of abuse and humilia- 
tion. The two men — along with the re- 
maining six American and nine other West- 
ern hostages, all innocent victims chosen at 
random — have suffered an ordeal that will 
leave a permanent stain on the perpetrators 
ts that sustained them. 

For Mr. Reed's liberty, President 
George Bush thanked Iran for promptirg 
the captors who physically held him. He 
thanked Syria for mediating between 
Washington and Tehran. These words re- 
flect ἃ measure of encouragement and a 
hint — but only a bint — of more substan- 
tial approbation to come. With an eye on 
the last administration's Iran-contra fol- 
lies, this administration rejects bargaining 
for hostages. But this does not mean that 
the United States has no leverage.

The oext major astronomica: spacecraft will 
be the $650-millicn Gamma Ray Observatory.

November. Even bigger than Hubble. the ob- 
servatory weighs more thao 14 tons and will 
measure 70 feet between the tps of its solar- 
power arrays. 

Since gamma rays are extremely penetrating 
radiations, they cannot be observed directly 
because they pass through telescopes. But the 
effects of their passage through a detector can 
be recorded and measured by the positively and 
negatively charged electrons produced by gam- 
ma rays interacting with the crystals and liquids 
in the detectors, releasing faint flashes of light. 

The ubiquity of X-rays was another surprise 
of space-age exploration. In 1962, an X-ray 
detector sent up by a rocket that rose briefly 
above the aumosphere discovered the radiation 
filling che entire sky and coming from a single

point in the constellation Cygnus. Scientists 
think the X-rays are produced by tremendous 
heat from gases of one star being sucked into a 
black hole, a theorized collapsed star so massive 
that its gravity pulls in everything around and 
prevents the emission of visible light. 

Dr. George Field, an astronomer ai the Har- 
vard-Smithsonian Center for Astrophysics. sid 
the X-ray energies from similar cascades of 
matter might reveal the forces creating the 
recently observed “great walls,” interconnected 
clusters of galaxies. 

In the 1970s, satellites detected thousands of 
X-ray hot spots in the universe. places where 
lemperatures may exceed 1 million degrees 
Fahrenheit.
